President Willia m Alla n Neilson of Smith 
College thinks tha t sa cred a nd holy mother 
lov e ca n be a good dea l less a dmira ble tha n 
it is commonly supposed to be. 
Addressing a meeting of Smith College 
a lumni in New York. Dr. Neilson decla red 
tha t “ nine times out of ten. mother lov e is 
nothing but self lov e.” He ex pla ined it like 
this: 
Mothers wa nt 
their da ughters to “ do 
w ell” in school so tha t credit will be reflected 
on themselv es. They pla n their da ughters’

hea lth problems dicta te. 
The funds a lloca ted to the sta te a nd na ­ 
tiona l orga niza tions a re dev oted to prov iding 
medica l a nd nursing a ssista nce to loca l a s­ 
socia tions a nd performing other serv ices di­ 
rectly benefit ting 1he.se groups.

Under practical religion, a man should hav e the

reason and light.

made as to the causes of 
dandruff. 
Ordinarily it is 
asso­ 
ciated with an ov ersecretion of the 
glads supplying fat to the hair. 
It 
has b een suggested that it niav he 
associated with infection hv some 
sort of germ hut this has not b een 
definitely estab lished. 
Dandruff 
is 
uncommon 
among 
children b ut ra the r freq uent among 
older people. 
It w as not seen often 
among 
women 
when 
they 
wore 
their hair long, b ut nowadays when 
the sealp is b eing constantly m anip­ 
ulated and treated, it is more in 
ev idence. 
There seems to b e ev i­ 
dence that tiie application of irri­ 
tants in the form of some hair 
tonics may increase the am ount of 
dandruff rather than decrease it. 
It is. of course, q uite possib le for 
scaling, once it dev elops, to b ecome 
sub jected to a secondary infection 
and for this secondary infection to 
b e transplanted to the skin of the 
chest and hack. 
W hen the scalp is neglected, as 
freq uently done b y old people 
or Iazv people,or hv young women 
who fear to dislodge a permanent 
wav e; when the scalp is inaufflci- 
ntlv washed and cleaned and in­ 
sufficiently 
b rushed 
and 
comb ed, 
dandruff Is likely to increase. 


Ordinary dandruff i* 
controltej 
b y keeping one's health up 
to par, 
b y using a fresh comb and b rush, 
and b y keeping the sealp suitab ly 
cleansed and using enough oil to 
keep the oiliness of the hair 
a t 
the right lev el. 
It is not adv isab le 
to use any kind of hair tonic con­ 
taining alcohol, stimulants 
or irri­ 
tants to the skin without a definite 
understanding of w hat is wrong. 
There are certain scaly condi- ^ 
tions of the scalp that are like ^ 
ordinary dandruff b ut which rep. 
resent much more serious disturb ­ 
ances. 
In general, dandruff is not 
responsib le for falling hair hut may 
he associated with falling of the 
hair. 
It is serious to mistake ring­ 
worm of the scalp, or psoriasis for 
ordinary dandruff. 
Dandruff is 
freq uent, 
hut 
not 
ev eryone suffers from it. 
Ev en in 
the same home, among people using 
the same b rush and comb , some 
will 
hav e 
much 
dandruff 
and 
others will not hav e any. 
lfowev er, 
if the scalp b ecomes exceedingly 
irritated and inflamed as a result 
of 
too 
much 
scratching 
or 
too 
much disturb ance in an attem pt to 
control dandruff, falling of the hair 
may occur secondarily.

In the treatm ent, it is custom ­ 
ary to encourage circulation of the 
b lood in the scalp, to use ointments

A djustm ent Act and 
its related measures. The primary 
aim of this and related measures 
was to enab le agriculture to do for 
itself w hat industry and lab or hav e 
done 
for 
themselv es, 
namely, to 
ad just the supply of farm products 
to the demand for farm products 
b y 
eliminating 
unsaleab le 
farm 
surpluses through 
scientific 
con­ 
trol of * agricultural production b y 
those who produce farm commodi­ 
ties. 
No one, so fas as I know , has rais­ 
ed serious ob jection to the control 
of agricultural production b y 
the 
e l e m e n t s including 
droughts, 
floors, 
wind, 
pests, storms, dust, 
etc. Yet, these agencies of nature 
which do control agricultural pro­ 
duction, often to 1he great disad- 
i v antage of agricultural producers. 
The only difference b etween ron- 
trol of production as applied to ag­ 
riculture and control of production 
as applied to industry and lab or, is 
that it is much more difficult to 
apply m an-m ade methods of pro­ 
duction control in farming than it 
is in industry and lab or. 
Y'et, no one q uestions the wis­ 
dom of industry in regimenting it­ 
self for the control of production, 
so that surpluses and their price- 
depressing influences can b e av oid­ 
ed. 
Similarly, ev eryone knows 
ghat 
agriculture as a whole has enjoyed 
greatest prosperity in 
periods of 
short crop production, b ecause that 
meant relativ ely higher prices. On 
the other hand, it is also a matter

AVe hav e in our office indisput­ 
ab le records to prov e tha t indus­ 
trial profits, v alues of stocks and 
b onds, industrial production, retail 
b usiness, and all other industry in 
which lab or is inv olv ed, mov es up 
w'ard b y 3 0, 20, and 30 per cent as 
farm purchasing power rises pro 
port.ionally to these degrees. 
The annual sales' 
figures for 
such concerns as Bears Roeb uck 
& 
Co. hav e estab lished these conclus 
ions v ery dramatically. 
From the v antage point of Cali­ 
fornia, ev ery cooperativ e m arket 
ing m erchandiser in the state knows
